“The vicar general was executed, 
not because he was a priest, but be­ 
cause he was a traitor,” Mr. Holmes 
said.

any government,” Mr. Melish con­ 
tinued. 
“But I recognize that every 
government has the right to protect 
itself against its enemies.

“History teaches," 
said the court, “that human liberty cannot 
be secured unless there is freedom of 
speech to express grievances." 
“The peo­ 
ple are sovereign," the magistrates are ser­ 
vants," and therefore the people have the 
right to criticise their public servants, to 
expose their inefficiency and corruption so 
that they may be displaced. 
The principle 
of speech and free opinion was laid down 
broadly in the following paragraph: 
It is one of the fundamental prin­ 
ciples, therefore, of the American sys­ 
tem of government 
that the people 
have the right to discuss their govern­ 
ment without fear of being called to 
account in the courts for their expres­ 
sions of opinion. 
This Illinois opinion is in accord with the 
opinions of the Missouri supreme court, in 
fact, of all higher courts, when the question 
of free speech and the right to discuss gov­ 
ernment have come squarely before them, 
t reaffirms vigorously 
the constitutional 
guarantee of free speech and the right to 
express grievances. 
The reassertion of the principle of free 
speech and of the constitutional right to ex­ 
press opinions with regard to government 
and public servants is timely. 
There is a 
tendency on the part of legislatures to ig­ 
nore the guarantee and to restrict freedom 
of speech. 
Under the stress of war the 
tendency went far towards repression, as 
the number of war prisoners punished for 
free expression of opinion, some of whom 
are still in jail, testifies. 
The federal and 
state governments and a large section of 
the people need to be reminded of the con­ 
stitutional guarantee and of the essential 
part the right of free speech plays in the 
maintenance of liberty and human rights. 
The right of free speech is unlimited to the 
point of counseling violence or revolution. 
When the press is muzzled, when citi­ 
zens are gagged by censorship and restric­ 
tive laws, the end of free popular govern- 


EACH NATION ON RECORD. 
It is announced 
that 
steps 
are being 
taken by the navy department to prevent a 
recurrence of the incident wThich recently 
led to the withdrawal by Secretary Hughes 
of certain comments he had made on Brit­ 
ish naval activities. 
It is very evident that 
such steps are needed. 
The incident re­ 
ferred to was an awkward and embarras­ 
sing one and it should not be permitted to 
occur again. Meanwhile Secretary Hughes 
has undoubtedly realized the impudence of 
making public use of unofficial data con­ 
cerning foreign navies even when it is our 
navy department that furnishes the data. 
Hence the suggestion that “each of the 
nations signatory to the Washington naval 
treaty" be “put on the record as to their 
progress 
under the provisions of that 
agreement." It is said at Washington that 
the attitude of the varous admiralties to- 
wardrthis suggestion is being awaited with 
deep interest by American officials because 
it will have “more than a routine bearing 
upon the controversy which has arisen as to 
the interpretation to be 
placed 
on some 
clauses of the naval agreement." 
Theo­ 
retically, no nation which intends to fulfill 
honorably the terms 
of 
the Washington 
agreement should offer any objection to 
the suggestion put forward from Washing­ 
ton. ~~Nor is it likely that any of them will 
object to putting upon official and public 
record their naval programs with regard to 
those naval types and activities which the 
treaty covers. 
But if it is proposed that 
every nation make a clean breast of its en­ 
tire naval program including all types and 
all activities, it is likely that difficulties will 
be encountered. 
There seems to be abundant reason to be­ 
lieve that this effort at Washington to have 
all nations show their hands in this matter 
of naval preparation is evidence of anxiety 
in official circles here as to the character 
and extent of the naval preparations going 
on elsewhere. 
It is plain from the recent 
Hughes incident that even our navy depart­ 
ment cloes not know what other powers are 
doing and it is plain from the steps now 
proposed that Washington is very anxious 
to know. 
One of the dangers of the naval 
traatyiay in the possibility that it might be­ 
come a screen behind which formidable 
preparations might go forward undetected 
or at least unrecognized.

EXPECT ARRESTS IN 
MINING DISORDERS

MADISONVILLE, Ky., April 20.— 
Investigation of the first act of vio­ 
lence reported in connection 
with 
the strike of five thousand soft coal 
miners in Christian, 
Webster 
and 
Hopkins counties, the firing upon a 
party of five non-union miners, is 
expected to result in arrests, county 
officials said today.
